Li  1875,  the  Chairman  of  Committee  of  Magistrates  ^ 
requested  a  list  of  Public-houses  and  Eeer-houses  ; 
llH    which  should  have  been  returned  as  Bad  Houses,  \ 
'      and  received  the  following  reply— ''The  WATCH 
GOMMIITEE  having  given  the  matter  the  fullest 
consideration,  resolved  :  That  the  Watch  Com- 
mittee do  not  think  the  Head  Constable  would  be 
justified  in  giving  evidence  on  the  points 
mentioned." 


The  10th  sec.  of  the  Prevention  of  Crime  Act^  1871, 
provides— That  any  one  keeping  a  Public-house 
or  Beer-shop,  who  knowingly  harbours  THIEYES 
or  PROSTITUTES,  shall  be  liable  TO  A  FINE  OF 
TEI  POUNDS,  or  four  month's  imprisonment. 

The  License  of  the  person  so  convicted  MAT,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  BE  FORFEITED  0^  THE 
FIRST  COmCTION. 

On  a  second  conviction,  the  License  SHALL  be  forfeited, 
and  the  Person  holding  the  same  shaU  be 
DISQUALIFIED  FOR  TWO  YEARS. 

Moreover,  where  TWO  convictions  in  reference  to  the 
same  premises  are  recorded  in  three  years— 
vrhether  the  same  person  or  not— IfO  LICEifSE 
in  respect  of  such  house  SHALL  BE  OBTAIIfED 
FOR  ONE  YEAR.
